We have already-an sot that Ed- 
ward Payson Weston, the yaung pe- 
destrian, who. of a 
sensation in 1861 by walking from 
Boston to Washington against time, 
averaging fifty-one miles for ten consec- 
utive days, has been pitted against his 
old antagonist to sa from Portland, 
1Me., to Chicago, Tils., a distance of 
twelve hundred miles, in twenty-six 
— days, for the sum of $10, 00 a 
side 

The articles of ageement provide that 
. Weston is to perform his arduous labor 
in thirty days without walking between 
midnight on Saturday and midnight 
on Sunday; he is to follow the post 
road; is to walk 100 consecutive miles 
inside of twenty-four consecutive hours 
asa part of the feat, Weston being 
privileged to make five trials, on such 
days as he may select, provided he fails 
in his first attempt; he will be accom- 
panied by two sworn witnesses for 
each side, who are to follow him in a 
wagon, and areeach to make astatement 
under oath as to his progress; and the 
stakes ($20,000, less $1,200 already up 
as forteit) are to be handed to the win- 
ner at Chicago as soon as the result is 
ascertained The start from Portland 
will be made between the first and the 
fifteenth of October,
